DASH IN A TAXI-CAB

MONG the many places of interest | 
in the United States, 
New York stands

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had been fierce intestine strife in New | 
York, it had not been approached by 
outside foes save on the harbor side. We 
found a man that spoke English, a most 
civil and obliging gentleman that had | 
come on a visit from the South, as he|

The general impression that we gained 
of New York was that of a high wind 
blowing noise and dust through a bril- 
liantly lighted theater lobby in which 
the theater-goers were trying to read 
tomorrow's playbil!l.

It seems hard 
that New York has not a little more 
territory. Could not the higher points 
of the island be leveled and the soil and 
rock thus excavated be used to fill the 
upper harbor and the lower reaches of 
the Hudson, thus affording room for 
more apartment houses? A project like 
this, at once grandiose and useful, ought 
to appeal to a people like the New York- 
ers, filled as they are with love of their 
country-side and it ought to be carried 
out by the city, where municipal debt 
being a trifle larger than that of the 
United States can easily stand the cost 
of an improvement like this. 

lack of time alone prevented us from 
visiting the zoo and the public library, 
both of which places possess lions that 
have been much talked about.

Henry Hicks said that a matter had 
arisen which affected the standing of the 
directors very considerably, and he called 
upon a solicitor to make a statement 
about it. 

The solicitor said that a writ asking 
the court to grant certain injunctions 
had been served upon the company and 
upon some of the directors, which for the 
present tied up the negotiations between 
the companies. 

The chairman said that this was not 
the first important crisis in the history 
of the London General Omnibus Com. 
pany. Had they listened to objections 
at the time of their amalgamation with 
the Read Car Company they would now 
be repenting in sackcloth and ashes. The 
principal reason for adopting the scheme 
was said to be the fear of competition. 
He said that it was absurd to say thet 
they were afraid of competition, but the 
underground had recognized the value of 
the above-ground traffic, and were anx- 
ious to have a share in it, while the 
directors were of opinion that it was 
wise, if possible, to affect an agreement 
with what might be an able and powerful 
opposition. 

Ile hoped that the arrangement would 
be a fait accompli by March 15. Neither 
the debenture holders nor the preference 
shareholders would be affected in any 
way by the new scheme. The control of 
the company would not pass away from 
them, as was stated in Mr. Moore's cir- 
cular, but the officials and staff would 
be transferred.

Not only in. Virginia, but throughout the entire country, a 
strong sentiment, born of the patriotic, unselfish and successful 
efforts of the ladies of nearly sixty vears ago to preserve the Wash- 
ington homestead, clings to the assuciation. The organization was 
formed in 1554 and its object was to teach the people of the United 
States to remember Washington and his achievement. An attempt 
had been made to have the national government take over the prop- 
erty. This failed, as did also an attempt to have the state of Vir- 
ginia obtain possession of the place and assume the responsibility of 
its care. These failures and the neglect that threatened the Wash- 
ington home at Mount Vernon led Miss Ann Pamela Cunningham 
to organize the Ladies Association. The great oration delivered 
by Edward Everett on Washington, which he repeated severity times 
for the benefit of the movement, gave the association its first vreat 
start. Masonic bodies and other organizations came forward with 
liberal donations, and the association was soon able to purchase from 
John A. Washington 200 acres of the Mount Vernon estate, incliud- 
ing the tomb, the mansion, outlying buildings and the wharf. ‘The 
Legislature of Virginia thereupon granted a charter to the asso- 
ciation, giving it permission to charge a fee “not exceeding 25 cents’ 
to all visitors for the care and maintenance of the property. Orig- 


Vernon 
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inally the Washington estate comprised a grant of 5000 acres. Jay 
Gould presented 37 acres adjoining the association’s purchase; and 
thus 237 acres is the present extent of the land holdings of the asso- 
ciation. By 1859 all debts were paid, and at that time steps were 
taken to create an endowment fund of $140,000. It is with reference 
to the surplus moneys at present in possession of the association and 
the disposition that 1s being made of them that recent demands for 
livestigations and accountings have been made. 

It would seem that this entire matter might be adjusted easily 
and satistactorily. The Ladies Association must, of course, recog- 
nize the fact that it is an organization of a quasi-public character 
and, thereiore, accountable to the public tor its conduct. On the 
other hand, the service it has rendered the country must not be for- 
gotten, and this should shield it 1n large measure from unnecessary 
interference.

Two conditions now hamper the older Atlantic states. In the 
South there is the Afro-Amerjcan and the dualism of pedagogical 
ideal and “plant” that his presence involves.
